- undersigned citizens petition the 
governor of the state, James 
Thompson, the -Illinois Com-

ANITE CITY — Nameoki 
rwad is scheduled to be widened 
by the Illinois Department of 
‘Transportation. 

The project is in its beginning 
stages and appears to be a cer- 
tainty, said Kent Muskoph, a 
planning engineer for IDOT’s 
district office in Fairview 
Heights. 

The $1.3 million project is 
included in IDOT’s five-year 
plan for District 8. Nameoki 
Road would be widened to 
include a fifth turning lane or 
two more lanes, and the road’s 
concrete median may be 
removed, Muskoph said. 

“‘We are doing the engineering 


work right now,’’ Muskoph said. 

The project would extend from 
Pontoon id to Madison Ave- 
nue, he said. 

Nameoki Road, a state high- 
way, carries a high-traffic vol- 
ume at 25,000 vehicles a day and 
is considered a top priority by 
the state for improvement, Mus- 
koph said. 

“It has experienced a high 
amount of accidents with all the 
turn lanes,’’ Muskoph said. 

The project will be done in 
three phases. 

(1) Enineering evaluation— 
This phase will determine where 
to widen the road. 

(2) Approval of a final plan by 
the federal highway administra- 
tion. 

(3) Prepare final design plans 


and purchase land. 

Construction will not begin 
before 1989, Muskoph said. He 
said the land purchases will 
probably include small strips 
paralleling the road. 

“‘We’re not going to need it 
(and) from any businesses or 
anything like that,’? Muskoph 
said. 

Once construction begins, how- 
ever, one lane of traffic on each 
side of the road will be closed 
periodically. 

“It would never have to be 
totally closed,"’ he said. 

Muskoph said the project will 


‘be paid for out of state funds 


and would not use Granite City’s 
portion of the state’s Motor Fuel 
Tax.

GRANITE CITY — People 
used extended hours at the 
region’s Illinois Power Co. 
offices to discuss summer rate 
increases. 

Norm Hall, the company’s 
Quad-Cities Area representa- 
tive, said approximately 30 
people on Tuesday visited the 
Granite City office at Niedrin- 
ghaus and Delmar avenues. 
They wanted to know why they 
had a summer electricity rate 
increase, Hall said. 

Many custoniers, Hall said, 
didn’t understand that the 40 
percent rate increase applies to 
the four summer mont when 
energy use increases with air- 
conditioning usage. Rather than 
immediately paying the higher 
summer bills, Hall said several 
customers registered for bud- 
get billing, which allows the 
increases to be spread over 12 
billing periods. 

The power company was 
granted an 18 percent increase 
in rates last year, with 9 per- 
cent going into effect in Octo- 
ber and the other 9 percent in 
March. Summer rates: took 
effect in June. 

The overall. effect of the 


increased combined with higher 
summer rates was a boost of 
about 40 percent in customers’ 
first summer bills, Hall said. 

“This all relates back to the 
Federal Energy Act of 1978 
which encouraged the use of 
summer rates to make consum- 
ers aware of the extra ene! 
used in the summertime,” Hall 
said. 

The rate increase is causing 
hardship for area residents, 
said Larry Martin, a Granite 
City man who started a petition 
drive to protest higher bills 
from the utility company when- 
he received a bill that showed 
an increase from $86 to $237. :

Warning on mosquitoes 


SPRINGFIELD — The Illinois 
Department of Public Health has 
issued a statewide alert to physi- 
ciams and hospital personnel 
regarding St. Louis encephalitis. 

Adthough no cases have been 
comfimred this year in Mlinois, 
an, alert was issued because of 
evidence of the virus among 
birds and mosquitoes. 

§State Health Director Dr. Ber- 
nard J. Turnock said residents 
of Illinois should take precau- 
tions to protect themselves 
jaghinst the Culex mosquitoes. 

‘The situation is pot yet a 
eal for alarm, but precaution- 
ary- measures should taken,” 
he-said. 

Péople can help protect them- 
selves by eliminating Culex 
breeding sites from yards and 
premises. ‘‘Anything that might 
contain a small amount of 
water, such as ‘a tin can or a 
diséarded tire, can provide an 
atthdetive breeding site for these 
mosquitoes,’’ Dr. Turnock said. 

Tim cans, old tires and other 
itemas which may collect small 
amounts of water should be dis- 

led. Ornamental items such 

and urns should be 

ied and re-filled with fresh 
water once a week. 

Turnock also recommends the 
use. of liberal amounts of mos- 
quitd repellent, especially when 
going outdoors after dusk. The 
Culex mosqui.oes normtally rest 
during the day and emerge 
arotnd dusk to feed. 

The St. Louis encephalitis 
virus is carried in_ the blood 
streams of birds. During the 
first half of the summer the 
Culex mosquitoes feed on birds, 
picking up the virus from infect~ 
ed birds and transmitting it to 


other birds. 

About halfway through the 
summer, the mosquitoes change 
their feeding habits. They begin 
to bite humans and transmit the 
virus. 

The Culex, or Northern House 
Mosquitoes, are tiny brown 
insects. They are ‘‘gentle biters’’ 
and can bite without being 
noticed. 

Weather conditions this year), 
have been conducive to the: 
breeding of Culex mosquitoes. 
Intermitent rain forms small 

uuddles of water;.and dry spells 

tween rains allow. the water to 
sit and stagnate:. These. puddies 
are ideal cites for Culex mosqui- 
toes. 

St:Louis.encephalitis. is a seri- 
ous “disease “which affects thé 
central nervous. system and can 
be fatal. 

Symptoms of the disease usu- 
ally begin 10 to-14 days following 
the bite of an infected mosquito. 
The first symptoms include 
headache, high fever and muscle 
aches. These symptoms are fol- 
lowed by stiffness in the back of 
the neck, problems with coordi- 
nation, disorientation or confu- 
sion. 

If any of these symptoms 
occur, prompt medical attention 
is essential. 

In 1975, nearly 600 cases of the 
disease occurred in Illinois, and 
47 persons died. In 1976, there 
were 19 cases in the state; 13 in 
1977; none in 1978 and 1979; four 
in 1980; none in 1981; two in 
1982; two in 1983; and none in 
1984, 1985 or 1986. One death in 
1982 has occurred since 1975: 

The disease does not affect the 
birds or mosquitoes which carry 
the virus.

Nearly 700 persons, or 1.2 per- 
cent» of the 325,000 Red Cross 
blood donors, celebrated their 
66th birthday in the last two 
years. Of those, another 4,600 or 
1.4 “percent will reach this age 
within two years. 

“We hope those giving blood 
regularly will continue to do so 
after their 66th birthday,” John- 
ston said. ‘‘Our concern, howev- 
er,sis always for the donor’s 
heatth.””

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Governors back Thompson on mail order sales, air ‘tur 


TRAVERSE CITY, MICH. — 
The nation’s governors on July 
28 endorsed a proposal offered 
by Gov..James R: Thompson 
urging Congress to correct a tax 
policy that costs states an esti- 
mated $1.5 billion in lost revenue 
a year. 

Meeting at the annual summer 
session of the National Gover- 
nors’ Association (NGA), the 
state leaders adopted a policy 
proposed by Thompson that calis 
on Congress to pass corrective 
legislation allowing states to 

uire large out-of-state mail 
order firms to collect state sales 
and use taxes. 

“Failure to take this action 
will continue “to cost Illinois 
between $90 million and $120 mil- 
lion a year. But just as impor- 
tantly, it puts the retail store 
owner — at the heart of ‘Main- 
street America’ — at a serious 
disadvantage with out-of-state 
mail order firms,’’ Thompson 
said. 

“Passage of this legislation 
would help restore a ‘level 
playing field’ for retailers and

Regional infrastructure 
planning, action proposed 


East-West Gateway Coordi- 
nating Council’s Infrastructure 
Task Force presented its final 
report to the council’s board of 
directors at a meeting July 29. 

_Co-chaired by Don P. Mos- 
chenross,- director of adminis- 
tration for the Metropolitan 
Sewer District, and Matthew 
Melucci, president of Executive 
Services Inc., the task force 
also released recommendations 
for improving this region’s 
highways, bridges, solid waste 
disposal, and sewer and water 
systems. 

“Without giving this problem 
much more attention than it is 
being given, the region risks 
both physicial disasters and 
long-term damage to its eco- 
nomic future,” said Melucci. 

Establishing a regional infra- 
structure board was one of the 
recommendations of the study, 
which began jut a year ago. 
This advisory rd would pro- 
mote a regional approach for 
infrastructure planning and 
financing. 

“One thing we’ve learned 
from the study is that our 
infrastructure problem is clear- 
ly not just financial,’ Melucci 
said. “‘Problems are often 


caused by the way we are 
organized.”” 

Other 
incuded: 

* Centralizing responsibility 
for infrastructure systems plan- 
ning and administration gener- 
ally at the county level. 

* Establishing a dedicated 
state revenue source to supple- 
ment local resources in financ- 
ing local infrastructure. 

* Encouraging development 
of alternative transportation 
facilities to provide greater 
flexibility within the region’s 
existing transportation system. 

* Initiating a regional public 
education program to increase 
awareness of the area’s infra- 
structure. 

“Consideration and 
mentation of an action plan as 
recommended by the Infras- 
tructive Task Force is absolute- 
ly essential to the future of the 
metro area,” said Moschen- 
ross. 

“We must find ways to deal 
with these problems if we are 
to continue the rapid pace of 
economic growth and develop- 
ment our metropolitan area is 
presently enjoying.

Crime labs, drug data system, 
surveillance will be upgraded 


The Illinois Department of 
State Police has been awarded 
néarly $2.3 million in federal 
drug énforcement funds to 
improve the state’s seven crime 
labs, to begin developing a com- 

terized ~ intelligence sys- 

mand to establish an arsenal 
of surveillance equipment for 
use by local agencies, the Illinois 
Criminal Justice Information 
Authority announced July 27. 

The three awards are the first 
using $7.66 million in federal 
funds that Illinois received in 
June under the Anti-Drug Abuse 
Act of 1986. Illinois was the first 
state to receive the new federal 
drug enforcement funds. 

“These awards address some 
infrastructure problems, such as 
backlogs in our crime labs, that 
have hindered effective narcotics 
investigations,’’ said Barbara 
McDonald. She administers fed- 
eral assistance programs for the 
Authority, the state agency that 
oversees federal criminal justice 
funding in Lllinois. 

“The federal money is most 
welcome,’’ added Illinois Direc- 
tor of State Police Jeremy D. 
Margolis. ‘“‘The grant will help 
us fight drugs to an extent that 
would not have been possible 
without it.”” 

The federal funds are being 
partly matched by $761,500 in 
state money, which makes the 
total award slightly more than 
$3 million. Specifically, the mon- 
ey will be used to: 

* Upgrade the state’s crime 
laboratories. Improvements will 
be made at all seven DSP crime 
labs. The Carbondale lab, trai 
ing site for the other six faci 
ties, will receive a mass tro- 
photometer for use in confirming 
the molecular structure of drug 
samples. 

The Joliet, Morton and Rock- 
ford crime labs will each receive 
a gas chromatograph, which ten- 
tatively identifies drugs and 
determines their strength. 

The Maywood and Springfield 
labs will be expanded sig: 
cantly, and equipment~at the 
Fairview Heights facilty will be 
updated. 

Twelve new forensic scientists 
and seven additional clerks will 
be hired statewide. 

A 30 percent increase in cases 
handled at the seven labs, com- 
bined with new and tougher drug 


~ anal; 


enforcement laws, has created a 
serious backlog of cases waiting 
to be analyzed, which in turn 
has caused criminal prosecutions 
to be dismissed or delayed, 
McDonald said. 

At the end of 1986 DSP’s crime 
labs had a backlog of more than 
1,000 drug samples waiting to be 
lyzed, and close to one-quar- 
ter of all drug analyses were not 
completed within four weeks. 

* Begin development of a 
statewide drug information sys- 
tem. 

Because Mllinois currently has 
no coordinated means of collect- 
ing, organizing and_ sharing 
drug-related investigative infor- 
mation, law enforcement agen- 
cies and task forces can end up 
conducting redundant investiga- 
tions or missing important leads, 
McDonald said. 

DSP will begin to create an 
automated system to share this 
type of information among local 
narcotics units in the state. It 
will also operate the system 
once it has been installed. 

* Establish a_ centralized 
equipment. arsenal. DSP will 
purchase video recorders, eaves- 
dropping systems, infrared cam- 
eras and other equipment, which 
will then be made available to 
local law enforcement agencies 
for short-term drug investiga- 
tions. 

DSP will provide staff to oper- 
ate equipment from the aresen- 
al, which will be located in 
Springfield, and training services 

will be available. 

“Smaller law enforcement 
agencies often cannot afford to 
buy their own technical equip- 
ment,”” McDonald -said. ‘‘But as 
narcotics dealers become 
increasingly sophisticated, 
police, sheriffs and state’s attor- 
ney — even those in smaller 
jurisdictions — need access to 
state-of-the-art electronic surveil- 
lance equipment to keep up with 
them.” 

The-three funding areas were 
identified during public hearings 
the Authority held earlier this 

ear: =: 

Officials in both large and 
small communities emphasized 
that broader access to drug-re- 
lated information and reductions 
in the time it takes to analyze 
evidence are critical to effective 
drug enforcement, she said.

A. Although the 1969 Truth in 
Lending Law requires all’ 
lenders and merchants to 
explain or provide informa- 
tion on borrowing rates, 
there is still some confusion, 
particularly concerning the 
two terms you mention.
